Springfield, Ill. October 27.— 
Confronted by the demand of Pres- 
ident Wilson that the strike call, 
which would stop production of 
soft coal in the United States, be 
rescinded, John lL. Lewis, acting 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, tonight by tele- 
graph invited twenty-five district 
presidents of coal producing states 
and members of the miners’ scale 
committee to meet with the inter- 
national executive board at 10 a. m. 
Wednesday to consider the strike 
issue. 

For Full Deliberation. 

The action of Mr. Lewis, he 
was prompted by a desire 
to move with full deliberation in a 
situation, the seriousness of which 
cannot be gainsaid. 

Thirty-two members 
the full scale committee of the 
central, competitive fie.d, which 
comprises tke states of Indiana, 
Ohio, Illinois, and western Pennsyl- 
Vania. 

“District presidents and mem- 
bers of the scale committee are be- 
ing called in,” President Lewis 
said, “to counsel with the executive 
board by reason of the president's 
statement. What final action vaill 
be taken J cannot presume _ to 
forecast.” 

Mr. Lewis said thé strike order 
still was in effect and would _b« 
operative Friday at midnight un- 
less something happened meanwhile 
to alter the situation. The execu- 
tive board would have authority, 
he stated, to postpone or suspend 
the strike order, subject to the 
will of the membership of the 
union. 

Mr. Lewis declared the 500,000 
miners in the bituminous field, 
would walk out to a man unless 
the operators made concessions. 

Will Not Yield to Force. 

“The statement of President Wil- 
son opposing the strike has thus 
far had no results so far as we are 
concerned,” Lewis said. No word 
reached him, he stated, from gov- 
ernment sources during the day.

IN NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans, October 27.—The 
sugar shortage here was at an 
acute stage today when some con- 
sumers were forced to use saccha- 
rine and with reports reaching the 
district attorney that a few grocers 
were charging 25 cents a pound for 
the small supply of sugar they had 
on hand. 

Although the two largest refin- 
eries have been closed down sev- 
eral days because of the scarcity of 
raw sugar, 94,856 sacks of Cuban 
raw are in harbor ships, but has 
not been unloaded because of the 


strike of longshoremen. It was an- 
nounced in shipping circles late to- 
day that 60,000 bags more of sugar 
are due on vessels tomorrow.

Carranza to Repay. 

The American government, it was 
said today at the state department, 
does not intend to pay any of the 
ransom money either directly or in- 
directly. Officials expressed their 
belief that President Carranza would 
be glad to repay the friends of the 
consular agent. 

The department had no news re- 
garding the release of Jenkins dur- 
ing the day except a message trom 
the American embassy in Mexico 
City saying that Third Secretary of 
Embassy Hanna reported from Pueb- 
la that Jenkins had sent word from 
Within the federal lines that he was 
free and was returning to Puebla. 

Reports regarding Jenkins’ physi- 
cal condition and de 
naping have been asked by the de- 
partment, and it was announced that 
information regarding the case 
would be made public as soon as re- 
ceived. It is feared that he was 
mistreated by his captors since it 
was reported unofficially that he 
was going to the American hospital 
for treatment. The department, how- 
ever, had no information confirma- 
tory of the report. 

The Official Announcement 

Official announcement of the re- 
lease of Jenkins was made in the 
following statement py the depart- 
ment: s 

“William O. Jenkins, the Ameri- 
can consular agent, who was rob- 
bed and kidnapped at a factory 
which he owns at Puebla, Mexico, 
on October 19, has been released 
following payment of the ransom, 
according to a message from. the 
American embassy at Mexico City. 

“The rebels who held him near 
Puebla demanded ransom of $150,- 
000 in gold. The message says that 
the third secretary of the embassy, 
Matthew E. Hanna, who was sent 
to Puebla by the embassy, noti- 
fied the embassy yesterday that 
Jenkins had sent him a message 
from within the_/Mexican federal 
lines that the ransom had been 
paid to the kidnappers and that he 
was on the way to Puebla. The de- 
partment is awaiting more details. 

“The Mexican government Sat- 
urday advised tthe American em- 
bassy that it would ‘omit no ef- 
forts to save Jenkins’ life.’” 

Frieuds Paid Ransom. 

Representative Davis, of Tennes- 
see, the home state of Mr. Jenkins, 
said today he had been informed by 
the state department that friends 
of Jenkins had paid the ransom 
to the bandits. Mr. Davis said he 
also had been told that every ef- 
fort would be made to have the 
Mexican government reimburse the 
consular agent for damage to his 
property sustained when the ban- 
dits raided the place.

Louisville, Ky., October 27.—Hoid- 
ing that the war prohibition act of 
November 21, 1918, violates the fifth 
amendment to the constitution, 
Judge Walter Evans, in federal dis- 
trict court, here late today granted 
a temporary injunction to the Ken- 
tucky Distilleries and Warehouse 
company, restraining Elwood Ham- 
ilton, internal revenue collector for 
Kentucky, from interfering with re- 
moval from bond of 70,000,000 gal- 
lons of whisky valued at approxi- 
mately $75,000,000 held by the com- 
pany. 

The government thereupon appeal- 
ed direct to the Unitgd States su- 
preme court and asked that the case

be advanced for immediate argu- 
ment. 

Judge Evans said he found that 
the act violated the fifth amend- 
ment to the constitution, which pro- 
vides that the United States shall 
not take private property without 
just compensation. He said that 
70,000,000 gallons of whisky were 
held in the plaintiff's warehousea, 
manufactured from four to eight 
years before the war. It was manu- 
factured with consent and under 
control of the government and con- 
stituted private property the same 
as any other commodity. 

The war prohibition act of No- 
vember 21, 1918, he said, prohibited 
the sale or taking of whisky out of 
bond and took from owners their 
most valuable rights. He held that 
congress had no power either in 
war or peace to disregard the fifth 
amendment and therefore he enter- 
ed a décree in favor of the plain- 
tiff and gave final injunction and 
overruled the plea of the govern- 
ment which asked the court to dis-

In resolutions adopted ung@imous- 
lv by the Atlanta Womatis club at 
their meeting Monday afternoon, 
city council was urged to authorize 
an election at an early date for the 
purpose of voting on a bond issue 
of $3,000,000 to be used exclusively 
for schools. 

Members of the Woman's club 
declare that the present appropria- 
tion to schools is not sufficient to 
properly enlarge and maintain the 
system. 

They point to the fact that the 
law enacted in 1918 by the Georgia 
general assembly concerning the 
public schools of Atlanta does not 
limit the amount of money which 
city council might appropriate to 
the schools, and urge more liber- 
ality by that body in order that bet- 
ter conditions may be maintained. 
The resolution was introduced by 
Mrs. Alonzo Richardson, chairman 
of the resolution committee. 

School Law Strengthened. 

Attention has been directed by 
the women to the provision in the 
codification of the state school] law 
passed at the last’ session of 
the Georgia legislature grealty 
strengthening the compulsory scnool 
law passed several years ago. This 
provision requires that children De- 
tween the ages of 8 and 14 must 
attend school for six months during 
each year and becomes effective on 
January 1, 1920. It also requires 
that the board of education employ 
an attendance officer to see that the 
law is complied with in every case. 

According to estimates of a mem- 
ber of the Woman’s club, who has 
been closely associated with the 
school system, nearly 5,000 more 
children will enter the public schools 
of Atlanta when the new provision 
goes into effect in January. 

Every 
the superintendent of schools and 
the board of education is being used 
now to accommodate the pupils al- 
ready in the schools. Applications 
‘are still being received ana@ many 
of these children cannot possibly 
be received into schools near their 
homes, as the rooms are crowded 
to the limit. With these conditions 
existing the Atlanta Woman's club 
has declared a bond tssue impera- 
tive, 

Exactly the same stand with ref- 
erence to schools had alreaay peen 
taken by the Atlanta Federation of 
Trades. After painstaking investi- 
gation through special committees 
they declared that the public schools 
are wholly inadequate to meet the 
educational requirement imposed on 
them, and recommended a bond issue 
of $3,000,000 authorized by popular 
vote, to be used exclusively for the 
schools in the erection of new 
buildings and other improvements. 

Resolutions Passed, 

The resolutions passed by the At- 
lanta Woman's club are as follows: 

Whereas, the law enacted in 1918 by the 
general asgembly of Georgia concerning the 
public schools of Atlanta does not limit the 
amount of money which the general council 
ne may appropriate to public schools; 
an 

Whereas, the money now appropriated 
is not sufficient to properly enlarge and 
maintain the school system of the city: and 

Whereas, the children now fn the schoo!s 
and the many thousands unable to obtain 
sents are the real-.sufferers: therefore, be it 

Resolved, That the Atlanta Woman's 
club respectfully requests the general ein 
cil of Atlanta to appropriate’ snfficient 
money to place thé Atlanta schools in first- 
class condition, and, be it further 

Resolved, That we request the council 
to eoll an election at an early date to an- 
thorize a three million dollar bond {issue to 
be used exclusively by the schools.

problem that the statement presents 
squarely to the thinking planter 
will be one of greater difficulty 
to solve and will hold a more prom- 
inent place in the agricultural fu- 
ture of Georgia than any crop short- 
age has ever held. 
What It Means. 
In other words, the straightfor- 


syth counties are the only promi- 
nent cotton producing counties in 
Georgia that are not in the grip 
of the boll weevil at this. time, 
means that the infestation of the 
entire state by the dreaded and 
steadily advancing pest is practi- 
cally completed, and that Georgia 
as a state, and not as several inde- 
pendent sections, must fn the future 
plan to rid herself of the cotton 
menace. 

In past years Georgia planters 
have been vainly attempting to de- 
vise means to combat the weevil 
in number, varying with the pest’s 
advance. At one time south Geor- 
gia alone faced the problem, while

Mr. Debs had a slight attack of 
indigestion early Monday morning, 
and consequently was on the “sick 
list” at the prison. When The Con- 
stitution reporter called to see him, 
Warden Zerbst sent to the hospital 
for him. In a few moments Mr. Debs 
came in smiling, and stating that 
he felt exceptionally well, despite 
his 64 years. 

“I have read The Constitution in- 
termittently for many years,” Mr. 
Debs stated, “and 1 look forward to 
receiving it every morning.

Dry leaders in the senate imme- 
diately began laying plans to re- 
pass the bill there. They expect to 
ask unanimous consent for its con- 
sideration tomorrow, claiming 
enough votes to put it through. 
They expect to act on it by Wed- 
nesday at the latest. 

The president refused to sign the 
bill because it included the en- 
forcement of war-time prohibition. 

The objects of war-time prohibl- 
tion, the president said in his veto, 
had been satisfied, and “sound pubd- 
lic policy makes clear the reason 
and necessity for its repeah” 

It would not be difficult, the 
president held, for congress to deal 
separately with the two issues. 

House Deserted Leaders. 

The veto hit congress like a 
crack of lightning. The house, get- 
ting on its feet again, deserted its 
leaders, who wanted to defer con- 
sideration until Thursday so as to 
round up all the dry members. But 
the drys swept into the chamber 
and showed there was an over- 
whelming sentiment among them to 
give the government ample weap- 
ons for dealing with the liquor 
traffic, now outlawed throughout 
the land. 

Nobody had really professed to 
know that the president would veto 
the bill. Republicans and demo-

quest that negroes aid in raising 
“funds for the Roosevelt memoria! 
fund was made here today by Pres- 
ident Moton, of Tuskegee institute. 

In a tribute to the late president, 
Dr. Moton declared that ‘“‘no people 
are more jruly American than the 
negro and no individual more truly 
American than Colonel Roosevelt.” 

“We can do no finer thing, in my 
opinion, than to assist in making 
this campaign a success,” he added.

twice as much is needed weekly to 
the Danish industries going,

It is now hoped in Denmark that 
the imyportation of American coal 
may releive the situation to some 
degree. The Danish authorities are 
contemplating the reintroduction of 


| coal rationing measures, which were 


in force during the war. Denmark 
has no coal mines of her own and 
very little in the way of substitutes.

6,900 workers, mainly in the 
textile industries,.will be ordered at 
a huge mass meeting that being 
held in Knoxville tonight. Labor 
agitators have been speaking in all 
the factcries and shops today trying 
inflame the workers to a point 
where the general strike order to- 
night will be obeved. 

“Acting, therefore, advices 
from Knoxville, I decided to call out 
the federal troops os a precaution- 
ary measure. I deemed that course 
wiser than waiting until the city 
was reduced to a state of anarchy 
and then try to restore order. I am 
hoping that the sithation will pass 
off without any need for these 
troops, but General Sweeney thought 
it wise for me to take this step be- 
fore I left Nashville, as the labor 
meeting will be over and the gen- 
eral strike on, if it is called, before 
I leave here, in all probability.’ 

Previous arrangements had been 
made with the secretary of war, the 
commanding officer of the south- 
eastern department and General 
Lewis, of Camp Gordon, so that the 
troops were in readiness for the 
governor's call, prepared to entrain 
at a moment’s notice. AS a result 
of the well-worked-out details of 
the plans, the troops will probably 
arrive in Knoxville before the gov- 


ernor. 

Although it had been his inten- 
tidn to stay in Knoxville only over 
Tuesday, to attend the meeting of 
the East Tennessee Law and Order 
organization, Governor Roberts said 
tonight that he would stay in Knox- 
ville as long as the situation seem- 
ed to warrant his presence. It is 
his intention to keep in the clos- 
est touch with the progress of af- 
fairs there. 

Nashville Troops Mobilized. 
Company H, Nashville’s company

BOLSHEVIK! DRIVE 
YUDENITCH S ARMY 


London Admits Anti- 
Bolshevik Forces Have 
Little Chance to Take 
Petrograd — Britain 
Quits Kolchak. 


London, Ocfober 27.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The chances of 
General Yudenitch, commander of 
the Russian northwestern army, to 
capture Petrograd before winter 
puts an end to operations seem 
again to be fading. The bolshevik' 
have brought strong reinforcements 
from other fronts and have started 
a successful counter offensive. 
which has already resulted in the 
recapture of Krasnoye-Selo and 
thrusting the Yudenitch line south 
of that place. 

Yudeniteh still holds Gatchina 
firmly, acé¢ording to the British wal 
office review of the situation up to 
Sunday evening. 

The bolshevik reinforcements in- 
clude some of the best communist 
troops. They have forced back 
Yudenitch’s troops at several pointa 
and the latter were obliged to evac- 
uate Tsarskoe-Seio and Pavlovsk 


1 Saturday. 


By another strong attack on Sun- 
day the bolsheviki recaptured Kras- 
noye-Selo, the Yudenitch forces 
falling back to a general line two 
miles south of Ropcha, four miles 
south of Krasnoye-Selo and Vlad- 
imirskaya, and six miles east of 
Gatchina. This tine covering Gat- 
china has been successfully held 
against furious bolshevik attacks, 
which now are reported to have 
ceased.

Many Conferences. 


There were many conferences 
during the day and much attention 
was given confidential reports from 
government agents in the coal field 
territory bearing on the possibility

retary of Labor Wilson talked over 
the situation and outlined a plan of 
action which will be presented to 


the cabinet tomorrow. Members of 
the cabinet, while declining to dis- 
cuss any phase of the impending 
strike, showed they were grimly 
determined to stand out for the 
rights of the public, which would be 
ruthlessly ignored with the shut- 
ting down of the mines. 

After looking into the method 
of strike procedure, government of- 
ficials are confident that Lewis and 
his fellow officers who called the 
strike can call it off. It was re- 
called that some years ago at the 
time of the labor troubles in the an- 
thracite fields the miners’ organ- 
ization decided to strike. John 
Mitchell, then president of 
union, and Secretary of Labor Wil- 
son, Mitchell’s right-hand man, 
stood up in the face of a wildly 
determined crowd of miners and 
boldly declared that the strike 
should not take place. Their coun- 
sel prevailed. Lewis and his fel- 
low hofficers. it is contended, have 
the same influence. 

Strike Discussed in Congress. 

The impending strike and Pres!- 
dent Wilson's appeal to the min- 
ers occupied a large part in the 
deliberations of both houses of con- 
gress today and was the subject of 
iwo resolutions. One by Senator 
Thomas, Colorado, would 
autoorize the president to use 
troops in event of a coal miners’ 
or railroad employees’ strike. An- 
other by Representative Connally, 
democrat, Texas, would place at 
the disposal of the president ‘the 
resours and powers of congress,” 

Later Mr. Connally introduced a's 
resolution pledging the support of 
congress to the president and ex- 
pressing approval of his statement 
against the resolution.

The note makes no _ specific 
charges against Japan, except that 
of failure to co-operate with the 
commission charged with responsl- 
bility for the operation of the rail- 
way and of failing also to give 
efficient support to John L Stevens, 
the American railway expert fn 6i- 
beria, which co-operation and sup- 
port were promised in the agree- 
ment, ; 

The United States declares its de- 
sire to have the situation in Siberia 
clarified, and asks to be informed 
whether the Japanese government 
is willing, or is unwllling, to give 
the necessary support and to extend 
the required co-operation. 

If Japan, in its note in reply, ex- 
presses an unwillingness to co-op- 
erate with America, the American 
communication declares that the 
United States will withdraw from 
Siberia and will make public the 
reasons prompting such withdrawal. 

Reports of Friction.” 

There have been several reports 
of friction between the railway au- 
thorities and the Japanese military 
authorities in Siberia, especially in 
Transbaikalia, where the Ataman 
Semenoff, who has nominally rec- 
ognized the Kolchak government as 
the supreme authority, largely con- 
trols the situation. 

These reports have stated that 
Semenoff has acted independently 
of the Kolchak government in a 
military and political sense; that he 
has interrupted communications be- 
tween Viadivostok and Omsk; that 
he has otherwise interfered with 
the railway adminjstration and that 
he has been supported by the Jap- 
anese military authorities. 

The state department expects a 
favorable and early answer to its 
note to Japan, and it is not antici- 
pated that Japan will invite the 
United States to withdraw its mili- 


| tary and railway authorities from 


Siberia. In some quarters, however, 
it has been hinted that Japan would 
not object to a withdrawal of Amer- 
lcans from Siberia, and that recent 
events in Siberia have indicated that

SEEKING MURDERERS 
OF AMERICAN AIRMEN 


San Diego, Cal., October 27.—Plans 
were put in operation today in 
Lower California, Mexico, as well as 
at Washington, looking to the ar- 
rest of the M’<ican fishermen ac- 


cused of 
Cecil H. Connolly and 
Waterhouse, American aviators, who 
flew into Mexican territory on Au- 
gust 21 and subsequently lost their 
lives. 

The identity of the accused men 
is known both to Mexican and Amer- 
ican officials, it was announced of- 
ficially when the aviators’ bodies 
were brought on the destroyer Aaron 
Ward last night, from Lower Calli- 
fornia, and because of the friendly 
relations existing between the Amer- 
ican government and Governor Es- 
taban Cantu of Lower California, 
comparatively little difficulty is an- 
ticipated in apprehending them.

United States Supreme 
Court, by Bare Majority,

Washington, October 27.—By a 
final reversal of the decision of the 
supreme court of Georgia in the 
case of the Central of Georgia com- 
pany, plaintiff in error, against 
William A. Wright, comptroller gen- 
eral, which was handed down to- 
day, the United States supreme court 
put an end to the effort of the state 
to collect taxes from railroads ex- 
empted from taxation by their char- 
ter. The notation of the court was 
as follows: 

“Judgment reversed with costs, 
and cause remanded for _ further 
proceedings not inconsistent with 
the opinion of this court. Opinion 
by Justice Holmes, Dissenting, Jus- 
tices McKenna, Pitney, Brandeis and 
Clarke.” 

Original Contention. 

The original contention of the 
state when the case was brought 
in the Georgia courts was that char- 
ter exemptions from taxation were 
not transferrable and that conse- 
quently the Centra! of Georgia Rail- 
way Company as lessee of the South- 
western railroad, on which the tax 
assessment was levied, was liable 
to tax. 

The case was

state courts and the railroad com- 
pany appealed from the decision of 
the supreme court of Georgia to the 
supreme court of the

constitution which provides for the 
inviolability of contracts.

federal health agency under com- 
petent leadership and with adequate 
staff and ample financial re- 
sources.”

The High Cost of Living. 


A correspondent suggests that the 
prevailing high prices are largely 
due to psychological causes. That 
everyone has been fearing and af- 
firming that prices were going high- 
er and higher and “that which I 
greatly feared has come upon me.” 

It is quite possible that the na- 
tional state of mind, the universal 
belief in advancing prices has been 
exploited by the shrewd speculators 
in the necessities of life, but it does 


enot necessarily follow that reduced 


prices would effect an improvement 
in our financial condition. 

High prices may even be desirable 
and beneficial to the majority of 
people. It all depends upon the 
ration between pricés and our earn- 
ing capacity. At the present time 
high prices, in their steady advance- 
ment, seem to have outstripped 
wages in the race. 

What we need is not so much a 
reduction in prices as a real raise 
in wages. 

It will not accomplish much to 
continue to raise wages so0 long as 
the employers gimply “pass the 
buck” on to thé public. That 
keeps the gap between earning pow- 
er and purchasing power as wide as 
ever. 

There is just one practical meth- 
od, so far ag I can sée, that will help 
to equalize the earning power of 
the people and the buying power of 
what they earn: There must be such 
government regulation of the big 
manufacturers and dealers in the ne- 
cessities of life as will prevent artl- 
ficial price raising by manipulation 
and “gentlemen's agreement.” 

This regulation should also be of 
such a nature as to protect the pub- 
lic from being forced to contribute 
enormous profits to themanufac- 
turers of these necessities, even 
when supply and demand might ren- 
der such profits possible and, ac- 
cording to the heretofore accepted 
customs of business. legitimate. 

In addition to this we need a na- 
tion-wide movement towards an ex- 
tensived reduction of taxes levied 
upon land improvements. Land is 
the foundation of all the necessities 
of life. Speculation in land values 
is equivalent to speculation in the 
necessities of life. The public cre- 
ates land values and any increase 
in value should be taxed into the 
publie treasury. But improvements 
which are the result of individual 
effort, should be dealt with lightly 
in the matter of taxation. The grad- 
ual adoption of the single tax poli- 
make the average 
man more prosperous, and to close 
the present gap between the earning 
power of the average man and the 
purchasing power of his earnings, 
because it will tend to release lan’ 
from the control of speculators and 
cause it to be put to productive

FOR JERUSALEM 


New Prison Also Estab- 
lished and Is Sharp Con- 
trast to Old One in 
Cleanliness.

Jerusalem, October 25.—(Special.) 
One of the problems which still 
confront the British military au- 
thorities who are administering 
Jerusalem until such time as the 
peace conference is able to desig- 
nate a permanent authority for 
Palestine ig ~ the problem of the 
civil police.

So far ag the material equipment 
of the Jerusalem police and gen- 
darme forces goes the British have 
worked their customary miracle of 
cleanliness. When they occupie 
Jerugalem on December 9, 1917, 
they found the old Turkish prison, 
a low, heavily-barred dungeon in 
tne Moslem quarter, crowded with 
eighty starving prisoners, all of 
whom were in such an unspeakably 
filthy condition that they had to be 
transferred to. the already over- 
crowded hospitals at once. The use 
of this building as a prison was 
discontinued at once. It was subse- 
quently cleaned out with a hose, 
scrubbed and tumigated and later 
was put to use ag the workshop 
of a number of Sudanese refugees 
who had been caught by the out- 
break of war on their ;eturn from 
the pilgrimage to Mecca. 

The new prison is as 
contrast in Cleanliness as one 
could imagine. It was formerly a 
hospice for Russian pilgrims, a iow, 
rambling structure situated in the 
Russian compound to the northwest 
of the old city. This is now the 
Palestine penitentiary, to which are 
sent all Jerusalem prisoners with 
terms up to three years and alli 
prisoners from the other provinces 
administered by the occupied enemy 
territory administration (south), 
whose terms are between — six 
months and three years. Prisoners 
sentenced to terms over three years 
are sent to Egypt. There are now 
185 prisonerse here in a _ spotless 
Stone building. fronted by a pris- 
oner-made garden where there used 
to be an area of bottles and tin 
cans. Where all the_tin cans came 
from which the British found 
strewn everywehere about Jeru- 
salem, nobody knows. There are a 
million of them to be seen yet, but 
some day the last of them will have 
been put out of sight somewhere. 
They are mostly the inevitable 
Standard Oil tin, emptied of its con- 
tents and used as a water can, | 
tlower yot, or What not until it has 
been battered beyond furtner use- 
fulness and finally thrown away 
to rust in the nearest vacant cor- 
ner. 

Too much credit cannot be given 
to the British tor this new prison. 
Turkish prisons throughout 
Palestine were found to be. in a 
fearful state when the British ar- 
rived. Some of them, as the Jeru- 
salem prison, had.to be abandoned 
at once, some of them, cleaned out, 
are still in use, but under a differ- 
ent regime. The Turkish idea of a 
prison is a structure of stone and 
iron bars with prisoners jinside it 
and guards outside. The British 
idea of a prison is exemplified in 
the new Palestine Argan ge 35 at 
Jerusalem. It is, first of all, sern- 
pulously clean. Jt is, secondly, a 
reformatory rather than a prison. 
Its aim is to make decent citizens 
out of the men and the few women 
committed to it. As rapidly as pos-

Similar transformations, too, have 
been worked in the five police posits 
within the walls which the British 
inherited from the Turks. These 
are located, wne at the Jaffa gate, 
one at the Damascus gate, one at 
Herod’s gate, one in the Chris- 
tian quarters and one in the Jews’ 
quarter. They are now box-like 
stone rooms, each containing a 
Station diary, a crime book and 
an order book and spotlessly clean. 
Four others outside the walls are 
equally clean. These are located, 
one near the railroad station, one 
near the Italian hospital in the 
Jewish colony, one near the muni- 
cipality hospital and one near the 
segregated district in Finegold 
Street. 

It is in the personnel of the po- 
lice and ‘gendarme forees, however, 
that the British task is still incom- 
plete. 

When the British entered Jeru- 
salem on December 9, 1917, they in- 
terned, as is the custom, the chief 
of the Jerusalem gendarmerie, 
Ibrahim Bey Duzdar, and his cousin 
the chief of the police, Ali Effendi 
Duzdar. They then set about gath- 
ering up the remnantg of their 
forces. In this task they had prae- 
tically nothing with which to make 
a start. The Turks, annonnoing 
that they would be back in veru- 
salem in three weeks, had taken 
with them all the police and gen- 
darme records except one, a list of 
policemen, which was found pasted 
up on the walls of a police post. 

Shortly, however, the British au- 
thorities succeeded in collecting 
the remnants of th old Turkish 
forces. -Out from hiding places of 
all sorts about the narrow, vaulted 
Streets of the old city, they gath- 
ereq up about eighty policemen and 
out of the wilderness between Jeru- 
salem and the Dead sea they as- 
sembled about 150 gendarmes. A 
few of the policemen § atill had 
their old Turkish police uniform, 
consisting of gray kalpaks, gray 
uniforms with .silver buttons, red 
and silver epAulettes and black, 
Silver-tipped scabbards ,containing 
long-hilted swords. Most of them, 
however, were dressed in rags, had 
received no salary for months and 
had lived by corruption, Altogether 
they were a squalid looking lot and 
because of habitual corruption, a 
quarter of both police and gen- 
darme forces were quickly dis- 
carded.

'it had been organized. 

There has been no "census within 
recent years of the city of Jeru- 
salem but its population is esti- 
mated at between 55,000 and 70,000, 
divided roughly into 28,000 Jews, 
20,000 Moslems, and 12,000 Chris- 
tians. lor the policing. of this 
population the police force consists 
of eleven officers and sixty-four 
men, with an officer, two sergeants 
and sixty mefi in the harras force. 
The population of the province of 
Jerusalem outside the city is esti- 
mated at between 50,000 and 60,000, 
and for its policing there are four 
officers, fifty-eight mounted men 
and eighty-four unmounted men in 
the wendarmerie. It may be inserted 
here that the most recent estimate 
of the population of the province fs 
120,370. This is divided into 74,500 
Moslems, 28,500 Jews and 17,370 
Christians. The Christians are di- 
vided as follows: Greek Orthodox, 
8,000; Roman Catholic, 6,000; Ar- 
manians, 1,500; Copts, 150; Syrians, 
: Abyssinians 90; Protestants,

~-ENGAGED-T0- MARRY 


By ‘Hayden Church 
. London,” October 23.—How incred- 
. ibly fast time slips away is brought 
home forcibly by the announcement 
t pretty Baroness fFurnivall, 
Britain’s youngest peeress in her 


own right, is engaged to Edwara 


Randolph Broughton - Adderley, 
- younger son of H. J. and the Hon. 
rs. Broughton-Adderley, of Bar- 
laston Hall. It seems only the other 
day that the claims of the Hon. 
“ Frances Katherine Petre, thea 
i* 13, to the ancient barony of Furni- 
“vall which had been in abeyance 
since 1777, were upheld by the com- 
mittee for privileges of the houss 
of lords. Only yesterday, too, that 
her husband-to-be, then 154%, was 
expelled from aristocratic Eton 
achool as the result of a boyish 
escapade which provided a nine 
days’ sensation and resulted in some 
exceedingly tart criticisms of Dr. 
Lyttleton, who, as headmaster of 
ton, was responsible for his ex- 
pulsion. 

Now, aged respectively 19 and 20, 
these two exceedingly interesting 
young people have plighted their 
troth and in due course will be join- 
ed in wedlock. Time flies—there is 
no doubt about it. 

In most cases, the only photo- 
graph of the prospective bridegroom 
which the London illustrated papers 
evidently were able to obtain was 
one showing him in the silk hat, 
bobbed-tailed jacket and white 
turned down collar of an Eton boy. 
This picture serves to recall memo- 
ries of the dire offense for whicn 
this young man, who belongs to an 
old “county” family was expelled 
from Eton, and of the spirited de- 
fense that his mother made in his 
behalf. 

The fault for which he was so se- 
verely punished was that of “break- 
ing bounds,” a proceeding whicu, 
trom time immremoria!, has been 
considered to have a spice of adven- 
ture about it. 

Mrs. Broughton-Adderley dared to 
court publicity in the newspapers 
in oYr@er that her son's real olfense 
should be known for what it Was, 
and not left for future years to say 
what is was not. He and another 
boy started out for London in or- 
der to have supper at the famous 
Criterion restaurant, renowned in 
song and story as the “Cri.” On 
the way, however, an examination 
of their exchequer revealed the sad 
fact that they had not enough 
money, so they turned the car in 
which their get-away had been 
made into Maidenhead. There they 
ran into two “monitors” of their 
school, who ordered them to return 
to Eton, which they did. 

Mrs. Broughton-Adderley protest- 
ed at the time against a mere boy- 
ish escapade being punished by 
treatment that would aftect his 
whole after life, and urged that to 
treat boys as criminals for such a 
sinall offense was inexpressibly un- 
fair. Dr. Lyttleton, who has since 
lost his Job as headmaster, admitted 
that there had been no viciolls con- 
duct, but maintained that the shocx« 
would do the boy permanent good. 
As for the youth concerned, he 
merely said it was done “for a 
lari.” 

Baroness YFurnivall, to whom 
young Lbroughton-Adderley has just 
become engaged, is interesting alike 
as the youngest of the twenty Brit- 
ish women who are peeresses in 
their own right, and as a beautiful 
and very talented girl who has an 
admixture of good American blood 
in her veins. She is the only daugh- 
ter of tine fourteenth Baron FPetre 
(the name, by the way, is pronounc- 
ed “‘Peter’), who, a captain in tine 
Colstream Guards, died of wounds 
received in action in 1915. The 
young baroness herself was active 
during the war, and for her Ked 
Cross work received from King Al- 
bert the Order of the Cross of Leo- 

id. She is strikingly good-look- 
ne, and is fond of country life, 
dogs, horses, riding and driving. 
She is quite a talented artist, too, 
her achievements with both brush 
and pencil being more than credit- 
able. 

It was in 1913 that Audrey Lady 
Petre made a claim on her 13-year- 
old daughter’s behalf to the barony 
of Furnivall, which is one of tie 
oldest on the roll, and dates from 
1295. In fact, there is only one 
peeress in her own right whose title 
Was created at an earlier date, that 
of Lady de Ros, which goes back to 
1264. On the Hon. Mary VPetre’'s be- 
haif it was claimed that the pedi- 
wree went back to 1283, when the 
lirst Lord Furnivall sat in parlia- 
ment. The committee of privileges 
of the house of lords fixed 1296 as 
the year when the title was created, 
for in that year Sir Thomas Nevill, 
as Lord Furnivall, took his seat in 
virtue of the right of his wife, who 
Was the next heiress. The young 
baroness is twentieth in descent 
from Girard de Furnivall, who came 
over to England from France in the 
time of Richard I., and went with 
Coeur-de-Lion to the Holy Land to 
fight the Sarcaens. As a peeres in 
her own right, the baroness 
io sign herself “Furnivall” 
peer, and enjoys higher 
precedence than a pecress who is 
only so by marriage. Her father, 
the late Lord Petre, succeeded as 
sixteenth baron in 1908, on the 
tragic death of his father at an ob- 
scure lodging in Barnsbury. The 
fifteenth Lord Petre, who had suc- 
ceeded his brother in the title on!ty 
six months before his death. had led 
an eccentric and roving life, anv 
evas known to his Barnsbury land- 
lady as “Mr. Petre.” In 1888 
married a daughter of the late Mrs. 
Cavendish Taylor, once ae well- 
known American hostess in Londoa, 
and they had one son, the late 
baron and two daughters. Some 
vears afterwards the  baroness’ 
grandfather renounced society, sev- 
ered himself from his old friends 
and family, and began the 
life in England and Ameriea which 
terminated onlv. with his death. 


The family is one of the oldest In \ 


England, sharing with the Duke of 

Norfolk the headship of Roman 

Catholic society.

PARIS CLERKS STRIKE 


French City’s Labor World 
Reported Restless.

Paris, October 27.—The labor 
world of Paris is once more restless. 
The Bon Marche employees, who 
hitherto have been generally con- 
sidered among the most fortunate 
of the big department stores, per- 
sonneis, -have been on strike since 
Friday. The Catholic Employees’ 
federation threatens to join the 
Amovement. Far more serious, from 
the public point of view, is the dis- 
watisfaction of the metro and tube 
employees. The metro syndicate 
states that the average daily wage 
of $32.50 and $3.59 are demanded, to- 
gether with old age pensions of 
$400 yearly. The metro company 
retorts that the syndicate does not 
take into account indemnities and 
bonuses and expense of these de- 
mands would mean an increased an- 
nual expenditure of $1,200,000, which 
eould not be met without raising 
fares. 

At a meeting held last night by 
the metro and tube men, a resolu- 
tion was carried -that a strike wae 
called for, but that fresh overtures 
would first be made, if possible, to 
spare inconveniences to the public.
